The fact that 
England spends annually $40,000,000 
for foreign fruits, besides an immense 
sum for wine and other California 
products, has directed attention to 
London as a good base of operations 
in the proposed campaign for an ex- 
tension of our markets. 

It will be remembered that. David 
Lubin of Sacramento brought forward 
a proposition a short time ago to hold 
in London during 1889 a monster ex- 


quar | hibition illustrative of the State’s 


varied products, industries and re- 
sources, at an expense to the State esti- 
mated at $250,000. Mr. Lubin visited 
Southern California, where his graphic 
exposition of the benefits to be derived 
from such a scheme attracted much 
attention. The proposition in- 
dorsed by a State convention, com- 
posed of the most intelligent and dis- 
interested delegates who could be had 
from the respective counties of the 
State. 

The chief need for the project is 
found in the fact that California’s out- 
put of fruits—green, dried and canned 
—of wine, raisins, nuts and similar 
products, has increased enormously 
within the past few years, while the 
acreage planted to new trees and vines 
becomes larger each year, insuring an 
almost equally large increase of pro- 
duction for many years to come. These, 
contends Mr. Lubin, are pleasing signs 
of future prosperity, provided that the 
market be developed in the same ratio 
as the productions. For this enormous 
increase of productions, foreshadowed 
for the next few years by the facts 
above stated, there must be found new 
markets. This was the object of the 
auction plan of fruit sales in the East 
which has operated so well within the 
past year. Europe now takes but a 
small percentage of Oalifornia's 
choicest productions, largely be- 
cause the European tradesman 
and the European consumer 
are not familiar with their merits. It 
is proposed, then, to hold in London, 
which is the commercial center of 
Europe, the real European market for 
almost all that this State has to offer, 
an exhibition which will not be con- 
fined to wines, fruits and large pump- 
kins, but shall, in addition, be made as 
distinctively and pictorially Californian 
in its nature as possible, by including 
miniature reproductions of our grand- 
est scenery, of typical California life, 
of our leading industries, ete. To 
make it. in fact, so attractive as to in- 
sure a crowded attendance during the 
months of its maintenance, and thus 
furnish an opportunity of forcing upon 
the dealer and consumer in pleasant 
pictorial fashion the merits of the 
goods California bas to offer. Her 
wines could be sipped at café tables, 
and her fruits, dried, green and 
canned, tasted within refreshment 
booths. 

While the main object of such an ex- 
hibition would be the opening of a new 
and profitable market for our products, 
it would undoubtedly have the effect 
also of bringing a large number of 
tourists and settlers. here from Eng- 
land. During the past five years 
„Fisheries, Health,“ “Inventions,” 
„Colonial“ and American exhibitions 
have been held in London, also an 
Italian exhibition, the grounds of 
which covered 24 acres, and which was 
attended for months by from 10,000 to 
20.000 persons daily. It was this latter 
exhibition which gave Mr. Lubin the 
idea of a California exhibition, while 
he was in London. 


After careful consideration, the 
State Board of Trade called a State 
Convention to meet in San Francisco, 
to consider the question, said conven- 
tion to consist of two delegates from 
each county. This convention unani- 
mously resolved that California ought 
to hold a London exhibition, to open, 
if possible, by the Ist of June, 1889. 
ahd adopted resolutions asking the 
State Legislature to appropriate 
$250,000 for the purposes of such an ex- 
hibition. Permanent organization was 
effected, and committees appointed for 
all details of work necessary for the 
proper presentation of the plan to the 
Legislature. A petition signed by a 
large number of prominent San Fran- 
cisco firms and individuals has been 
presented to the Legislature, askin 
that such appropriation be ranted, 
also petitions from Sacramento and 
Los Angeles. The press of the State is 
almost.unanimously in favor of the 
project, and there appears to be very 
little doubt about the passage of the 
appropriation. There is no question 
but that such an exhibition, properly 
conducted, would prove of immense 
benefit to the State.
